A lew figuie* tell the story 
of her jsreseni economic condition. 

Belgium's foreign trade toula $2,420,880,000, 
made up of $1,182,930,000 in exporu and $1,237,- 
950,000 in impoiU, which, willi a jwpulation of 
approximately 8,000,000, gives her a per capita 
foreigB trade of approximately $300. Canada's to¬ 
tal foreign trade is $2,670,000,000. of which, with 
our population of 10,000,000, gives ■ per caoiln 
figure of $267. 

The comparison nf foreign trade between Canada 
and Belgium on a per capita basis, of course, is by 
BO means complete. The area of Belgium is only 
11,753 miles, while VaiKouver Island alone com¬ 
prises 16.000 square miles. This is perhaps the most 
striking illustration of what the Lttle Continental 
European coimtry ia abl* to do in an economic way.
